IRISH OUTRAGES. 


Tuxnx can be no doubt as to the source of many of those things it 
is the fashion to denominate Irish grievances. It is impossible to 
question that they are grievances working mischief infinite, and 
delaying, for a time whose termination is at present by no means 
apparent, the regeneration of society in Ireland, Of this evil, 
of these grievances, one source is evident enough — that source 
being the diversity of creeds and races which characterise the in- 
habitants of that fine country. 

Never has it been known in history that, until an amalgamation 
had taken place, anything but continuing strife belonged to a land 
whose indwellers were not in social constitution one people. In 
our own days we have seen a kingdom, whose political arrange- 
ments were dictated by that profound wisdom that induced the 
settlement of Europe in 1814, rent asunder by the inherent re- 
pugnance of masses who had no original principles of union. 


policy towards Ireland. We have never coveted to view a re- 
vival of the days of proscribing laws and persecuting policy. We 
have no wish to see hunted down those who do not agree with us 
in every respect. Heartily do we trust that the times for bullying 
men into submission to government have passed away, and that 
the title of citizens to protection will receive a better foundation 
than it may receive from the vulgar blustering of impolitic and 
cruel laws. For Ireland, most assuredly, we desiderate no such 
policy ; but we do demand for Ireland the adoption of such a 
policy as, by upholding the lawful church establishment, may se- 
cure for the country the blessings of a religion pure and unde- 
filed — by preserving the incorrupt administration of law, may 
render possible the maintenance of justice — and, by doing right 
to all, may ensure the affections of all, at least so many as are loyal 
ll-disposed subjects. 
5 rin it, it 525 never musket or sword that redressed a 
people’s wrongs, when under wrongs it was their fate to groan. 


Between the Belgian and Hollander what was there except prin- 
ciples of opposition — what except antagonistic interests and con- 
flicting opinions ? 

A wise government would in process of time have obliterated 
these indications of a distinct origin; but it was not the fate of the 
Netherlands to see at its head a government pretending in any 
degree to the attribute of wisdom. Indeed, it conducted itself ap- 
parently with a studied disregard to the feelings of its Roman 
Catholic subjects in Belgium. A fearful reward it reaped in that 
insurrection which detached from its rule the Belgian provinces 
in 1830; a great lesson here afforded, and which most countries 
— Prussia, however, always excepted — had cause to learn. 

In dealing with Ireland we notice facts similar in kind with 
those that led to the disruption of the kingdom of the Nether- 
lands. Opposing creeds and conflicting races do we find in Ire- 
land, but the outrages which chequer the daily history of Ireland 
are peculiar to the country ; evincing such an utter disregard of

Patriots have declaimed and heroes have fought, but it has been 
the intrinsic rightfulness of a people’s claim that has achieved for 
that claim success at last. Tumultuous proceedings — the gather- 
ing of a lawless populace to overbear by turn the Government — 
all these things are evidences not so much of strength and justice 
and right, as of inherent weakness and conscious wrong. Great 
national questions have never been settled in such a fashion. 

When, then, we remonstrate against these Irish outrages, it is 
with a spirit of earnest desire that Ireland may recover her po- 
sition as a great and mighty branch of the British empire, that 
we do so. We do so with the sincerest wish that, taking to her 
heart those things that belong to her peace, Ireland may at last 
assume the position that is her due — that, after all she has suf- 
fered, it may at last be given to her to hail 


Her summer as past, 
And the rose that bloom'd through it 
In blossom at last, 


human life, such a perfect indifference to bloodshed and its con- 
sequences, such a total abnegation of the brotherhood of man, 
as are, we dare affirm, almost peculiar to Ireland. 

In no other country that we know of do we habitually find the 
constituted and ruling authorities brought into conflict with the 
people, and this without any serious or well-arranged measures on 


the part of the people for flinging off the yoke, if such they esteem 
it, that those authorities have imposed. We can understand a 
people struggling for independence — we can understand struggles 
prosecuted not very wisely, but with a sincere ardour that shall 
redeem their prosecutors from contempt; but for our life cannot 
understand how a national cause, if such be the cause of Ireland 
against England, should be deformed by such a prolonged series 
of petty turbulences, faction fights, and contemptible affrays as 
those whose records we daily read of in the newspapers of 
Ireland. 


For ourselves we have never counselled a harsh or vindictive 


FATAL AFFRAY IN IRELAND, 


We last week, in our second edition, gave a brief account of the terrible affray 
at Ballinhassig, between the police Soden “poppe a font at the public fair in 
that place, in which several lives were sacrificed, and many persons desperately 
wounded. Two statements have appeared in the press, the one attributing the 
origin of the fight to the police, the other declaring it to have commenced 
with the people. It took place last week, and the “ Cork Examiner”

4 ate le stone was thrown by a foolish boy at a distance, which was followed 
by more from the crowd, when they were instantly answered by a fire of ball car- 
tridge from the open door and windows. ‘Those who flung the stones, and who 

ressed round the house, retreated from before the front, and proceeded to the 
back: attempting, as we understand, to make a breach in the roof, through which, 
some say, stones were flung. The ner instead of endeavouring to dislodge 
those who had climbed to the roof, deliberately levelled their gered at the quiet, 
inoffensive people who stood at a distance in ront, and who had not taken the 
least part in the affaire Volley succeeded volley with terrible rapidity, many of 
the eighteen men firing more than ten rounds of ball cartridge The police 
generally came out in twos and threes facing the door, and taking deliberate aim, 
shot down young and old, women and aged men, They also fired through the 
windows, from which the sashes were removed. One of the police, the acting 
constable, whose name is Dawson, was the only one of the whole body who re- 
ceived an injury ; and the way in which that occurred was, that when the main 
body retreated, after nearly expending their ammunition in the indiscriminate 
and yet deliberate slaughter of peaple who were only spectators of the fight, if it 
may be called such, Dawson separated from his comrades; and ran across the road 
to Callaghan’s house, and then into a little cabin of a man named R' Carthy, fol-

owed by å puinber of people, who were then actually maddened by the havoc 
ected by this man. awson was dragged out of M‘Carthy’s House, and was 
esttted by some man in the employment of Mr. Keller, to whose house he was 
aken, as some assert; others asserting that he was able to make his way there, 
though having received several scalp wounds. The pores then charged up the 
hill, towards their barracks, with fixed bayonets, the people dispersing on all 
sides, and flying for their lives. They made their way up, and, we understand, 
wounded some prople who were standing on the road side. When they had 
ascended the hill they turned round and fired, killing one and wounding others. 
The scene presented at that time, that is, about half-past nine o'clock, was awful 
beyond description, The road was strewed with bodies, within an area of 150 
yards, or perhaps more — some bodies lying stretched on the five-mile bridge 
road, more on the old Kinsale road, and others in a direction towards the mill 
on the hill. So the police, when coming out from the door of the Dispensary, 
took aim in every direction, wherever a mark was offered for their bullets. 
Groups of distracted people surrounded the dead and the dying, filling the air 
with shrieks and lamentations —some bereaved father or son flinging himself 
frantically on a lifeless body, calling on the deceased by the most endearing 
names, thinking in his mad hope that the glazed eye would again beam with 
light, and the tongue, silent for ever, once more respond to the voice of affection. 
Old mën stood there in the fading light, flinging up their shrivelled hands to 
Heaven, calling on God to restore their children, their only support. Others 
tere plunged in despair, cold, sullen, silent, their lips not even moving. This 
Was, of all griefs, the most affecting, because the mostintense. It was with much 
difficulty that the good clergymen could portom their sad and solemn duty ; for 
no sooner did they arouse the attention of one sufferer to his awful position, than 
the wife or sister or father of another seized him by the arm, conjuring him, in 
the name of God, and by everything sacred, to go to one who was then at the Jast 
gasp. For more than theses hours some of the creatures Jay exposed to the night 
air, while the friends of others bore the dead away on doors, and the wounded in 
buts filled with straw.” 

The “Cork Constitution” gives a very different account of the affray from 
that furnished by the other papers which we have seen, It is to the following 
effect : — 3 , 

ene party at the fair consisted of three constables, two acting constables, 
and thirteen sub-constables, who had been marched in from different stationsf 
and who were under the command of Mr. J. Kelly, first-class sub-inspector or 
Kinsale, who has been but two months in the district. The business of the faig 

rocceded as usual up to four o'clock, when symptoms of hostile significanc 
gan to be exhibited amongst the country people. The magistrates who at 
tended the fair retired to Mr. Molony's residence, at about a quarter of a mil 
distant, to dinner. ‘They were, however, but a short time gone, when the leade 
of one faction, a man named Sullivan, who is better known by the cognomen o 
t Hanter, threw up his hat in the green, and, whirling his stick, gave the faction 
whoop, when his friends and adherents immediately gathered about him. ‘The 
police, however, interfered, and the men of the opposite party, the ‘ Neills,’ re- 
tired from the green. Ranter and his party then left the green, and took a 
different road from the Neills. In a few minutes the latter returned to the green 
to the number of about 200, and a large body of people mounted the ditches 
around the cross in 58 778 5 of a fray. In a moment after, Ranter appeared 
ou horseback, and rode furiously down the hill, followed by above 300 men. 
When he got to the middle of the cross he pulled up, and, addressing his own 
men in Irish, broke a new hat which he wore upon his horse’s head. This was 
the signal for attack ; a yell followed from those on the cross, which was an- 
awered by another from their opponents on the green. Hearing this yell of 
defiance, Ranter leaped from his borse, and rushed at the entrance to the green, 
which was a narrow gap. There he was met by the leader of the Neills, a man 
named Walsh, He grappled him, aud when dragging him into the green, con- 
stables Pigott and Hannan dashed through the mob, and laid hold of Ranter, 
who had his coat off at the time. He struggled for his release, and called upon 
his faction to rescue him, but the other policeman having come up at the moment, 
he was lodged in the dis ensary. The crowd then surrounded the house, yelling 
in a hideous manner, and demanding the release of Sullivan, which was of course 
refused by Mr. Kelly, who told them that it was his duty to convey him before a 
magistrate. He implored the people to be quiet. Ihere was then a cry of 
buorleidh, which means Strike them.“ ‘The attack commenced, and stones were 
thrown. The police then got the order to fix bayonets. They did so, but stones 
fell upon them so fast that they were forced to retreat into the house. The 
police attempted to keep the door closed, but it was forced, and one fellow —a 
very able man — caught the top of it and tried to drag it into the road, so as to 
expose the inmates to the fury of the mob; but one of the constables drove his 
bayonet into the desperado's breast, and he fell back. Three others of the crowd 
then seized the door and dragged it into the road. A cry was raised amongst the 
mob, and they were exhorted to tear down the house and kill the police. A 
body of the people then rushed to the back of the house, and with tent sticks 
began to strip off the roof. The police now perceiving that their lives were in 
imminent danger, repeatedly called upon Mr. Kelly to permit them to defend 
themselves; but he answered by saying ‘ No firing,’ and came to the door to im- 
piore the people to desist, but before he had uttered many words he received a 
low of a large stone on the right side of his face, which drove him back, In- 
stantly a fellow rushed at the door and threw a large stick at constable Pigott, 
which struck him on the head ; but the stick had no sooner left his hand than he 
was shot from the window on the right; and, reeling for a short distance, he fell. 
The mob now became more violent, and dashed forward, yelling hideous'y, and 
as they closed in at either side the ringleaders were shot. The police then de- 
termined on retreating, and acting-constable Dawson led; but no sooner had he 
left the threshold than he received the blow of a stone on the mouth, which split 
his upper and lower lips, and knocked out two of his front teeth, He fell, and 
his carbine was wrested from him by a fellow, who struck Dawson with it on the 
head while he lay; but this man paid dearly for his barbarity, for a shot from the 
window at the same moment stretched him alongside his 
got up, and staggered along the road in the direction of Mr. Keller’s house. He 
was overtaken, and beaten into the ditch. Dr. Stewart J. Tresilian at that mo- 
ment came up and cried out, Run, run, here come the Dragoons,’ which caused 
the fellows to fly from their victim. Dawson then got up, and staggered to the 
house of a Mrs. Oakes, but her son drove him off, and he reeled to the house of 
a man named Barratt, but the door was shut against him. He stood there for a 
moment, but seeing his assailants returning, he got to the other side of the road 
and went into the house of a man named Lacy. Lacy closed the door and pushed 
Dawson into a pigsty at the other end of the house, and concealed the aperture. 
During the search of the mob, Dawson contrived to force himself through a 
small hole from the pigsty into Mr. Keller’s meadow, and crawled through the 
high grass up to the house, where he was secreted by Mr. Keller’s man in a loft. 
The mob, finding that Dawson had escaped, wreaked their vengeance upon Lacy, 
by breaking his windows and door, and beating a woman with stones until they 
left her apparently lifeless. But to return to the scene at the dis nsary. ‘he 
police left the house, and, forming in a body, charged up the hill, in the hope 
of gaining the police-station, which was about a mile off. In the confusion at- 
tending this movement, the prisoner Sullivan escaped. Having got into the 
station-house, ter made preparations to defend themselves against any renewed 
attack, and were shortly after joined by the magistrates. Mr. Meade, fearing an 
assault upon the station-house, sent off a special messenger to Cork for a rein- 
forcement. Within two hours from the time the messenger was dispatched, 
forty police had arrived from the city, in jingles, under the care of sub-inspectors 
Walker and Green, and head-constables Condon and Moylan, accompanied by 
Dr. Harris, physician to the constabulary. The firing of the police was remark. 
ably accurate, there being thirty-four shots discharged, every one of which must 
have taken effect. Thirty-two shots were fired while they defended themselves 
in the house, and two during the retreat. Each policeman had twenty rounds of 
ball-cartridge, yet no man fired more than four shots. It is, up to the present 
moment, impossible to know accurately the number killed or wounded, as they 
have been removed to their abodes for miles round the country.“ 

A coroner’s inquest has commenced to investigate the affair. The police force 
engaged in the affray was called into court, and it was admitted that seven per- 
sons had been killed through gun-shot wounds given by some of the party. The 
evidence was then begun, but as it would be etparte to offer statements which 


are liable to contradiction, we deem it right to refrain from publishing it till the 
termination of the inquiry.

ANOTHER CASE OF FIRING ON THE PEOPLE BY THE POLICE 
IN IRELAND, 


Another case has occurred of the police firing upon the people, and although 
no death has in this instance been the result, the conduct of the police appears to 
havefbeen unjustifiable. It appears that a number of persons were returning 
from a bonfire at the residence of a gentleman in the neighbourhood of Granard, 
who took pleasure in seeing the people enjoy themselves after their labour, when 
one of them, a man who contributed to the support of a large family, was shot. 
An investigation into the circumstances took place before the magistrates 
assembled in petty sessions at Granard, on Thursday. 

Thomas Russell was the first witness called: Remembers the morning of Sun- 
day last; was returning with a number of others froma bonfire ; had come along 
the road leading to Granard; heard a car coming very fast; had just tu: ned 
down the Dalystown Road, off the grand road, leading to his own home, and 
had walked a couple of perches in that direction when the car stopped ; he turned 
round to Jook at the car, when one of the police, he knows not whom, shouted 
* stand ;’? he, amongst some others, immediately stood, when the policeman 
jumped off the car, and at once fired a shot; the people could not have provoked 
the police, they had not time to do anything; the number present was under 20, 
all neighbours ; the number was about 17, many of them small boys, and about 
five small gaffers; they had been dancing; had no drink; there were no stones 
thrown, and no one had a stick. 

Bryan M‘Cabe gave similar evidence. f : 

he next witness was the boy who drove the police. He 'was not called to 
sustain the information, but the court for their intormation were anxious to have 
him examined. To thecourt: Drove police-constables Marley and Murray from 
Arvagh to Granard on the morning of Sunday last; when coming down at Glan. 
boy saw two boys on the road ; the police jumped of the car and pursued them ; 
he followed them down the road as far as Mr. Kiernan’s. They then got on the 
car again. They afterwards overtook or came up with other men, who were ap- 
proaching to the main road leading to Granard, and coming from off a by-road 
at the Lough Gowna cross roads. ‘Thinks there were about seven; thinks they 
were boys. Police said, “ Here's a crowd.” Witness observed to them that 
they had nothing to fear, as they were only coming from a bonfire; after the 
p came up to them they asked them where they had been ; they replied at a 

onfire ; they drove on, and afterwards came to the cross roads at Dalystown; 
the policemen shouted “ stand i” thinks they first said so to him, and afterwards 
to t e people; one of them then faid, “Jf you don’t stand, PIL socn make you 
stand:“ thinks the policeman was on the ground when he said this ; the peeple 
were about a perch and a half down the Dalystown Road at this time. Sub- 
constable Murray then fired a shot; there were no words spoke by the people ; 
no riot; not a word between the police and the people; should have heard it if 
spoken; thinks he heard Marley say “ fire” before the shot was fired; heard 
Murray say before they came up to any crowd that they would fire upon the 
first crowd or danger they met with; could not possibly say whether he said 
crowd or danger; can't say Murray’s exact words; can’t say whether the words 
were ‘‘ the first party or danger I see, I'll fire ; I thought the crowd at Dalys- 
own cross road dangerous; | thought so from hearing it from the police, and the 
hour being so late did not hear the police say“ leave the way; I afterwards

said they were good soldiers when going along the road to Granard. The ma- 
gistrates decided that informations should be received against the police con- 
stables. They were then held to bail in the amount of 20}, with two sureties in 
102, each; the magistrates observing that the smallness of the bail was owing to 
the consideration that the policemen's situation was in itself bail to a large 
amount. They also intimated that they should be suspended from doing further 
duty until the result of the trial was known. — Abridged from the Freeman's 
Journal of Monday. 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF LORDS—Monpay, Jul x 7. 


The second reading of the Criminal Jurisdiction Bill led to some discussion 
amongst the law lords, but it was eventually agreed to. 
A Bill for giving effect to the recent treaty with Brazil, for the more effectual 
suppression of the slave trade, was also read a second time, on the motion of the 
Earl of ABERDEEN. A great number of Bills on the table were forwarded a 
stage, after which their Lordships adjourned. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


BUSINESS OP THE SESSION.—MINISTERIAL INTENTIONS.— Sir R. PEEL rose 
to state the measures which Goverument intended to pursue at this late period 
of the session ; and informed the House, in the first place, that in the course of 
the present week either the Vice-President of the Board of Trade or himself 
would iy upon the table a minute from the Board of Trade suggesting that some 
alterations should be made in the functions committed to their charge in the last 
session. He proposed to render it imperative that all railway projects should be 
laid before the Board of Trade, to relieve it from the duty of deciding on the re- 
lative merits of conflicting plans. A minute for that object would shortly be laid 
on the table of the House. Effect had also been given to the address moved 
the other night by Mr. Cobden, and commissioners had been appointed to report 
as to the propriety of adopting the broad or narrow gauge. Those commission- 
ers were Sir F. Smith and Professors Barlow and Airey: There were at present 
50 or 60 Bills before the House, of which many were of great interest, 'although 
they might not create much discussion. He regretted fto find that the quantity 
of business required to be discharged was so great, that it would be advantageous 
to give an announcement of the Bills which the Government intended to press, 
and of those which it intended to withdraw. He would proceed with the Col- 
leges (Ireland) Bill, the Poor Law (Scotland) Bill, and with the Bill for reliev- 
ing the Jewish Disabilities, which, owing to the press of other business, he had 
been hitherto compelled to postpone. He should also proceed with the Bills of 
Exchange Bill, the Turnpike Trusts Bill, the Bill for the removal of [the Irish 
and Scotch paupers, if Sir J. Graham should find it 191 act to relinquish the 

Parochial Settlement Bill. He should also proceed with the Valuation (Ireland) 
Bill, the Criminal Lunatics (Ireland) Bill, the Drainage (Ireland) Bill, the Joint 
Stock Companies (Ireland) Bill, the Irish Fisheries Bill, the Bill tor continuing 
the Unlawful Oaths (Ireland) Bill, the Slave ‘i'rade Bill, the Merchant Seamen's 
Bill, the Small Debts Bill, the Commons’ Enclosure Bill, to facilitate which he 
would propose morning sittings, and, the Consolidation of the Customs Acts, 
which had not yet been introduced, but which was of so much importance to the 
mercantile world, that he should certainly goon with it if it should be received 
with unanimity by the House on its introduction. Sir J. Graham wished to have 
one of his Medical Bills reprinted for the purpose of introducing some modifica- 
tions into it. If these met the assent of the House, he would proceed with it, 
otherwise not. 1 he following Bills {he proposed to relinquish for this session : 
the Justices’{Clerks Rill, the Parochial Settlement Bill, the Merchant Seamen's 
Fund Bill, and the Charitable Trusts Bill. Of the principle of this latter Bill 
he entirely approved, but at this late period of the session he did not think it ad- 
visable to proceed with it. (Several Hon. Members cried out“ The Ecclesias- 
tical Courts Bill.“) Sir R. PEEL said that that Biil was under the care of Lord 
John Russell, but he should certainly vote for its second reading. He feared, 
however, he could not give up a sutticient number of Government nights to the 
Noble Lord, to warrant him in the expectation of being able to pass it. Lord J. 
Russet soon afterwards rose and said, that, under the circumstances, he would 
not press the Bill during the present session. : 

PRIVILEGE.—The question of privilege then came on, and engrossed the atten- 
tion of tne House for upwards of three hours. Mr. Divetr moved that David 
Phillips be called to the bar, for having brougbt an action against Jasper Parrott, 
Esq., for evidence given by him before a committee of the House of Commons. 
Ultimately, the attorneys and the parties who pleaded that they had nothing to do 
with the matter (which Apposred to be uncontradicted), were discharged from 
further attendance. The House then went into committee on the Colleges (Ire- 
land) Bill, and the discussion of its clauses occupied the remainder of the 


evening. 


HOUSE OF LORDS—Tuesnay, JULY 8. 


The Gaming and Wagers Bill was read a third time, but its passing was de- 
erred, to allow of an additional clause being made to it. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


The House went into committee on the Commons Inclosure Bill, whea 
clauses from 33 to 69 inclusive were agreed to. z 

Mr. Spooner, at the evening sitting, moved to suspend the order which re- 

uired the proposed amendments to the Duddes:on and Nechells Improvement 

ill to be referred to the Standing Orders Committee. The House divided, 
and the motion was carried by a majority of 70 against 65. >. 

The case of Mr. Craven Berkeley and the East India Steam Ship Company 
was then brought forward. Mr. Bain stated the facts of the case. Lord GRAN- 
VILLE SOMERSET, thought, as the Hon. Member for Cheltenham wished the docu- 
ments to be produced, and the officers of the House examined in a court of law, 
lest a refusal might prejudice him, the House ought to accede to the wish so ex- 
pressed.—Mr. Craven BERKELEY could assure the House that he knew no more 
of his name being inserted in the Bill than any Hon. Member who then heard 
him.—After a few words from Sir R. H. INGLIs, the motion was agreed to. 

Ricut or SEARCH. — Sir R. PEEL, in answer to a question from Mr. Sueit, 
stated that the number of American vessels in which they exercised the right of 
search was very considerable, but he could not at that moment tell the Right 
Hon. Gentleman the exact number. He could however assure him that the ex- 
ercise of that power did not lead to any injurious consequences, or lead to any 
ill feeling whatever between the British and American Governments. 

Stave Traps. — Lord PALMERSTON then brought forward his motion for a re- 
turn of the names and description of the witnesses examined before the mixed 
British and French Commission, appointed to inquire into the best means for 
suppressing the slave trade, with a copy or extracts of the evidence given by 
them. The system had caused a diminution of the slave trade in Cuba. One of 
the most effective parts of the system — the maritime police— had not had full 
operation, and, therefore, he contended that it was unjust to say that it had been 
a failure. The policy of the present Government had rendered ineffectual the 
efforts of the country for the suppression of the slave trade. — Sir ROBERT PEEL 
said the present Government had done all in its power to suppress the horrible 
traffic in slaves, and he believed Portugal was sincere in wishing to see that trade 
abolished. He defended the Government from the charge brought against it by 
Lord Palmerston of having conducted itself tamely towards France. The re- 
fusal of the French Government to ratify the treaty of 1841 arose, he believed, 
not from the influence of the French slave-traders, but from the state of public 
feeling after the events of Syria. Since 1831, there having been only two cases 
of slavery by French subjects in French vessels, he had every reason to believe 
that the French had entirely abandoned such inhuman traffic.— Mr. SHett ob- 
served that the most important part of the question was the production of the 
evidence, and that was just the part about which the least had been said by the 
Right Hon. Baronet. ‘Ihere had been a great deal of collateral matter intro- 
duced about the Imaum of Muscat, and the coasting trade of Zanzibar, and the 
Government of Cuba, but the main thing which the country wanted to see was 
the evidence of the officers engaged along the coast of Africa, and their opinions 
as to the right of search. They had abandoned the treaty of 1831, by which they 
prohibited the slave trade in the West Indies, on the coast of Brazil, and, in fact, 
at all the points where the abominable traffic was carried on, for the Convention 
of 1845, which prohibited it only on the coast of Africa. When they came to in- 
stitute a geographical comparison, they would find tnat they had ost immense 
advantages by the substitution. — Sir R. IN Guis admitted that the Right Hon. 
Baronet at the head of the Government had failed to answer successfully many 
of the points raised by the Noble Lord. The system of free labour, as it at pre- 
sent existed, he described as nothing better than slavery, and exposing them to 
foreigners as hypocrites. — After extended debate, in which Sir C. NAPIER, &c., 
took part, Lord PALMERSTON having replicd, the House then divided, when the

SCOTTISH UNIVERSITIES.—On the order of the day being read for the Second 
reading of the Universities (Scotland) Bill, Mr. Macaunay contended, in sup- 
port of it, that the abolition of tests in the universities of Scotland, which it 
sought, was sanctioned by the Acts of Union and Security. The secession of 
ministers which had taken place recently in the Church of Scotland was owing 
to the violation of the Act of Security and the Act of Union, and it was owing to 
this reason that every previous secession had occurred since the year 1712. 
These tests were not enforced when the majority of the people of Scotland be- 
longed to the establishment, and when there was some chance of their success, 
but they were revived now when the great body of the people had become Dis- 
senters, and the Church was the church of the minority; and he ventured to 
predict that if they persisted in furbishing up old laws for the persecution of the 
seceders, the days of the Church were numbered.—Sir JAMES GRanam said the 
course which the Government had pursued was dictated by an honest and con- 
scientious sense of duty. They had waited to ascertain tbe result of the deliber- 
ations of the General Assembly, and they had determined in consequence to re- 
sist the second reading of the bil-—The Hon. Mr. SruartT WORTLEY contended 
that the Bill would bea source, if carried, of triumph to one party (the Free 
Churchmen), and would inflict upon the Established Church of Scotland the 
feeling of defeat and humiliation.—Sir GEORGE Grey supported the measure, 
and contended that no answer had been given to the powerful speech of Mr. Ma- 
caulay.—Sir R. INGLIS opposed the Bill, and defended the part taken by the pre- 
sent Government with reference to this measure.—Mr. PRINGLE opposed the 
second reading of this Bill, which he considered of a very injurious tendency.— 
Mr. C. BULLER pointed out the insufficiency of such tests in the case of the late 
Sir D. R. Sandford, Professor of Greek in the University of Glasgow. He ar- 
gued that th state of feeling in Scotland had greatly altered during the last five 
1 owing to the disputes which led to the Free Church schism, when the 

istablished Church was no longer the church of the majority of the people of 
Scotland, and consequently the argument which had been urged at their long 


establishment in these universities went for nothing.—The LORD ADVOCATE de- 
fended the practice of demanding tests. The universities of Scotland and these 
very tests formed a portion of the Articles of Union.

EXTENSIVE CONFLAGRATION AT BLACKWALL—DESTRUCTION 
OF EIGHT HOUSES. 


On Tuesday night a fire of a most alarming charac: er broke out in one of the 
houses in Folly Row, near the Folly House, Blackwall, and which resulted in the 
destruction ef no fewer than eight houses, the abode of nearly forty persons, who 
have lost the whole of their furniture, and in some instances the greater portion 
of their wearing apparel. The first discovery was made between the hours of 
seven and eight, by one of the occupiers named West, a poor waterman, whose 
attention, it appears, was directed to the chimney of his habitation, by noticing 
flames issuing out of the same. He immediately got upon the roof and endea- 
voured to subdue the fire, which was then confined to the chimney. In that, 
however, he was foiled, for the door of the room having been left open, and the 
wind blowing strong from the south-west, the flames and sparks were driven 
upon the roof, which being composed of thatch, was very specdily in a general 
blaze. The adjoining habitations being similarly constructed, the fire progressed 
right and left almost with the swiftness of lightning. The poor creatures who 
occupied the different buildings, upon being apprised of the outbreak, rushed 
into their houses with the intention of saving their furniture. The progress of 
the fire, however, was so inconceivably ra id, that the moment they entered their 
premises the thatch became fired, and, falling througii; they were forced to run 
out into the street and witness the destruction of their e ects. As soon as the 
fire became visible in the High Street, mounted police were despatched for the 
aid of the engines. With all possible expedition the parish engines were drawn 
out, but, from the situation of the blazing premises, they were unable to get suf- 
ficiently near to render the least assistance. Meanwhile the fire, unrestrained, 
continued to burn with the greatest intensity, completely lighting up the river as 
faras Greenwich and Woolwich. The engines of the London establishment 
from Schoolhouse Lane, Wellclose and Jeffrey Squares stations, with Crookland, 
the foreman of the district, were remarkably quick in arriving, but unfortunately 
the distance of the road from the fire prevented them from getting to work in 
anything like time to stop the ravages of the fire. To get tothe spot the engines 
were obliged to be taken across the marshes of the Isle of Dogs, and several hills 
and ditches were compelled to be passed over before the seat of the fire could be 
gained. That having at length been accomplished, the Schoolhouse Lane engine 
was taken to the edge of the river Thames, but unfortunately another difficulty 
here presented itself; the tide being at ebb, an immense quantity of hose was 
required before the flames could be touched with water. When matters were at 
length adjusted, the engine was effectively worked; but the only good that could 
be gece was the putting out the bodies of solid fire lying scattered along the 
ground, 

It is impossible to describe the scene that ensued during the time the fire was 
raging ; men, women, and children were running to and fro, bewailing in a half 
frantic state the calamity that had befallen them. By nine o’clock the whole 
clump of houses, eight in number, were nearly destroyed, very little more re- 
maining than the bare walls. The whole of the occupiers, hard-working people, 
have thereby been bereft of everything they once possessed, not having a place 
left wherein they can sleep. What makes the disaster still worse is, that none 
of them were insured. The following are the names of the sufferers :— James 
West, Joseph West, and Joseph Taylor, watermen; Joseph West, a gardener ; 
John Didden, aj sawyer ;' James Moore, captain of the Emma; William Leo- 
nard, police inspector ; and Joseph Lund. 

The number of persons with their families who have thus been deprived of a 
home is upwards of forty.

Tue SLAVE TRADE. — The Germanic Diet came a short time ago to the fol- 
lowing resolution: —“ In recognition of the principles and feelings of Christian 
charity which induced the courts of Great Britain, Austria, Prussia, and Russia 
to conclude the treaty of December, 1841, for the suppression of the slave trade, 
and desirous of contributing to the entire abolition of this criminal traffic, the 
German Governments have decided on rohibiting the slave trade. It is, there- 
fore, declared that all persons engaged in it shall be punished as pirates; and as 
in these states there is no law against piracy, the punishment shall be the same as 
that for forcibly carrying off the person, or a still greater punishment.” 

Loss or Two EMIGRANT Suips.— The last accounts rom St. John’s, New- 
foundland, mention the loss of two emigrant ships, the Rosebank, from Belfast, 
and the Rhydal, from Aberystwith, which occurred in the early pare of May last, 
and was occasioned by their getting entangled among a mass o icebergs. The 
Rosebank was a ship of 600 tons, Fortunately no lives were lost, with the ex- 
ception of one man on board the Rosebank, of the name of Finnis, who, in 
gene into the boat, fell overboard, and was not seen after.

British COMMERCE WITH Cuina.— Some very interesting documents have 
just been presented to Parliament by royal command, relative to trade at the 
Chinese ports of Canton, Amoy, and Shanghai, for the past year, as received from 
her Majesty’s Plenipotentiary in the Celestial Empire. It thence appears that 
there has been a great increase of British trade at Canton, particularly in cotton 
goods, notwithstanding the resort of our shipping to the newly-opened ports of 
China ; and it is stated by Mr. Davis that * the previous ill-will on the part of 
the people has completely died awa „the fifth instalment of the indemnity being 
paid without the signtest popular demonstration.” The number of tonnage ot 
merchant vessels which arrived and departed from Canton, during 1844, from 
different countries, was 306 vessels of 142,099 tons inwards, and 296 ships of 
140,182 tons outwards. The import trade with Canton in that year was carried 
on in 206 British vessels and 96 Hong Kong“ lorchas,” and the various articles 
supplied formed a total amount of 15,929,132 dollars, inclusive of treasure. 
British manufactures and staple articles were imported to the amount of 
7,860,676 dollars, among which were woollen goods amounting to 2,898,866 dol- 
lars, and cotton fabrics, including yarns, to more than four and a half millions, 
while the importation of raw cotton and other products of India and the eastern 
countries forms an item of upwards of seven and a half millions more. This is 
exclusive of opium, of which article, it is stated, forty thousand chests were sup. 
plied last year alone by the contraband trade, representing a capital of near 
twenty millions of dollars. During the same period, 4,745,448 yards of British 
woollens and 1,158,476 pieces of cotton goods were imported. Of exports, there 
were taken from Canton in 164 British vessels, 83,679 tons, to the amount of 
17,925,360 dollars (of which commodities upwards of fifteen millions worth came 
into ports in the United Kingdom), Ins eaking upon the healthy state of the

A GERMAN EXECUTION.—STUTTGARD, JUNE 29.—During the last ten years 
there has not been any c:pital execution in our city. The day before yesterday 
the scaffold was erected for the decapitation of a young woman named fargarec 
Rudhardt, who was sentenced to death for poisoning her husband with arsenic. 
This act of supreme justice was marked by a strange incident. The execution 
here takes place with a sword. The culprit is placed on his knees, with a white. 
handkerchief over his eyes; one of the executioner’s assistants then lies down ` 
before the culprit, seizes him with his two hands by the thighs, and keeps him, 
immoveably fixed to the ground, whilst another holds him by the hair, and 
draws his head back, so that the muscles of the neck be extended, when the 
executioner with his sword, which he grasps with both hands, cuts off the head. 
At the moment when the latter was about to inflict the fatal blow on Margaret 
Rudhardt, a man rushed through the compact crowd that surrounded the ,scaf- 
fold, crying out in a stentorian voice, “ Stop, stop!” and waving at the same 
time over his head a white handkerchief. The executioner instinctively dropped 
his arm, his aids loosened the victim, removed the bandage from her eyes, and 
Margaret Rudhardt, who during these awful preparations had exhibited a good 
deal of calmness, rose smiling, for the unhappy woman, as well as the exccu- 
tioner and everybody, including the recorder of the royal court of Stuttgard, who 
was on the platform. drawing up the minutes of the execution, believed that 
she had been pardoned. This, however, was not the case. The author of the 
incident was arrested, and it was soon discovered that he had been an old servant 
of Margaret Rudhardt’s father, who imagined that, by interrupting the execution, 
it would be retarded, and that the daughter of his former master would then 
have a chance of obtaining a pardon. After an interval of half an hour, which 
was a painful respite for Margaret Rudhardt, she was again obliged to kneel, and 
justice had its course. The crowd, although much moved by the spectacle, ob- 
served the greatest order, and shortly afterwards silently dispersed,

THE ILLUMINATED HEBREW CALENDAR FOR 5606 (1845-6). — We have been 
favoured with a view of this design, now in course of publication for F. G. 
Moon, Esq., from the penciljof D. de Lara, Esq., a Jewish artist of known talent. 
The design forms a sort of Gothic structure, illuminated in twelve different 
colours and gold, producing a rich and unique effect, so much adwired in the 
production of this artist. The introduction of the Holy of Holies, with the rolls 
of the law in their costly draperies of cloth of gold, as they appear in the syna- 
gogue, gives a most gorgeous effect. We understand that two of them are copies, 
belonging to Sir Moses Montefiore and Philip Salomons, Esq., both of which 
are peculiarly rich. The centre are the tablists, which contain the literary in- 
formation for the year of the creation, and the corresponding dates of the solar 
year 45-46. Underneath are the arms of Sir Moses Montefiore, who has ac- 
cepted the dedication. We hail this publication (as emanating from a Jewish 
artist) as a sign of the progress of civilisation, and as strengthening the convic- 
tion, that the more completely the Jew is emancipated,by his Christian brethren, 
the more frequently shall we find him conspicuous in the honourable annals of 
the arts, the sciences, and literature. We have been permitted to take a sketch 
from the calendar, which we intend to present to our readers next week. 
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A BRIEF SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF THE LATE ANDREW 
JACKSON, PRESIDEN'T OF THE UNITED STATES, 


Of the many extraordinary men who have arisen within the last century in 
the western hemisphere, few attained so great a celebrity amongst foreign 
nations as the citizen soldier who has just closed his earthly career. z 

General Andrew Jackson who died at the Hermitage, near Nashville, on 
Sunday the 8th of June, 1845, was born on the 15th of March, 1767. His father 
(Andrew), the youngest son of his family, emigrated to America from Ireland 
during the year 1765, taking with him two sons, Hugh and Robert, both very 
young. Landing in Charleston, South Carolina, he purchased a tract of land, in 
the Warsaw settlement, about forty-five miles above Camden, at which place 
the subject of this sketch was born. Shortly after his birth his father died, 
leaving three sons. Andrew was intended for the ministry, but on the revo- 
lutionary war extending itself to that section of South Carolina, he at the age 
of fourteen, accompanied by his brother Robert, hastened to the American 
camp, and actively engaged in the service of his country. After enduring great 
miseries, wounds, imprisonment, and sickness, and losing his mother and his 
two brothers, we find him in his eighteenth year, studying law at Salisbury, in 
North Carolina ; here he remained until the winter of 1786, when he obtained a 
licence from the judges to practise, and continued in the state of North Caro- 
lina till the spring of 1788. p 

At this period Jackson determined to accompany Judge M‘Nairy, who had 
been appointed to hold the first supreme court that had ever sat in the then new 
settled state of Tennessee. Here his talents soon brought him forward, and in- 
troduced him to a profitable practice, and shortly afterwards he was elevated to 
the office of, attorney-general of the state, in which capacity he continued 
several years. 

During this period his military talents were called into frequent service, in 
the duty of i pata the incursions of the surrounding Indian tribes. In 1796 he 
was appointed one of the commissioners in drawing up the constitution of the 
state of Tennessee ; in the same year he was elected a member of the House of 
Representatives in Congress; and in the following year, though little more 
than thirty years of age, jhe was elected to the high, station of senate from the 
state of Tennessee. 

In the year 1812, when war was declared between England and America, the 
country of the Mississippi being supposed to be in danger, Jackson descended to 
meet the invaders at the head of 2500 volunteers, arriving at Natchez in January,

the enemy in Louisiana being at an end, Jackson returned with his troops to 
Tennessee in the month of May. In October of the same year commenced his 
famous Indian campaign. The necessity of passing on to events better known 
to the European world prevents us touching on this celebrated war. 

Peace being at length concluded with the Indians, Jackson, in the spring of 
1814, was appointed to the protection of the lower country, against which a 
tremendous expedition was then in preparation. He reached the city of New 
Orleans on the lst of December; the English landed on the 23d. Various 
skirmishes took place, and on the 8th of January was fought the battle of 
Orleans, the issue of which is too well known to need recapitulation, 


GENERAL JACKSON, 


After the battle of Orleans, Jackson, hailed as the saviour of his country, 
returned, in the month of March, to domestic life upon his farm in Tennessee. 

In 1821, upon the purchase of the Floridas from the crown of Spain, Jackson 
was appointed governor of those provinces ; and, in 1828, he was el pre- 
sident of the United States of America. His conduct in that station updn the 
questions of the tariff, the bank, and the Indian tribes, it would require more 
space than we can spare to describe. He has died full of years and honour, and

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Here on the coast we have not less than 30,000 Christians —men, women, and 
children — emigrants who have had everything burned, and to whom nothing 
now remains but the shirts on their backs; and fortunate for them is it that it is 
the summer season ; were it winter, the greater part would perish of cold. These 
unfortunates remain sleeping in the open air, and to the present moment have 
been supplied with araviitont by forced subscriptions from some of the Franks 
and Christian inhabitants of the city ; but how long they will have the power of 
extending their charity to so many thousands, God only knows. At the urgent 
request of the consular body, and under their guarantee, some of the chiefs of 
the Druses and Christians yielded themselves up in Beyrout, and an armistice 
was signed by them on the 2d inst., but on the 6th every article was violated. 
The Druses having obtained entrance into the Maronite convents they assassi- 
nated the poor priests, and sacked their convents, churches, &c. The want of 
water in the country, from the scarcity of rain in the winter, is another scourge 
which threatens us. The lague is almost inevitable, in consequence of the 
multitude of people in our vicinity, their filth, and wretchedness.

This instant the horrible news has reached that in a small village, where 
fifteen Christian women with their children sought refuge, they have been 
assaulted by a troop of Druses; and after committing the most brutal assaults 
on them, the Druses killed the children before the cyes of their mothers, after 
which they cut off the heads of six of the women, burned three others, hung 
three others by their own hair, and left the remaining three at liberty, telling 
them to proceed to Zahli, the principal rendezvous of their countrymen, and 
there relate what they had seen. 


Narrative of events which have taken place in the district of Gezin and de- 
endencies, transmitted on the 2Ist of May by the inhabitants of that district, 

n a circular to the consuls representing the five great powers, 

“ We, inhabitants of Gezin, have the honour of giving you an account of the 
misfortunes which we have experienced, attacked as we have been by the 
Druses, the regular troops, and the irregular cavalry; as also of the cruelties to 
which the Chris jan families have been victims. You will now, gentlemen, 
allow us to inform you of more recent events. Two hundred Christians of 
Gezin, unable to decide on taking to flight, and abandon their wives and children 
to the mercy of these barbarians, retired with their families to the rugged tops 
of Mount Gezni, to protect themselves from the swords of the Druses; and 
there, deprived of provisions, these hapless fugitives were reduced to the ne- 
cessity of living on the herbs and roots collected wiih toil and difficulty by them- 
selves. Spite of their miserable condition and sad resting place, they were not 
the more safe from the attacks of the Druses, who took a barbarous pleasure in 
shedding the blood of these unfortunate beings. They tracked them, and, 
under the state of impossibility to defend themselves, compelled them each day 
to quit the spot they had chosen, and where they had left the bodies of their 
brethren, to withdraw to spots more secure and inaccessible. Day after day 
their number was diminished by fatigue, hunger, and eighty days’ successive 
fighting, during which they were nourished by the roots of the earth. On the 


19th of May they received a safe conduct from the Sheik Said Gemblat, one of 


the chiefs of the Druses, who promised them, under the most solemn oaths that, 
if they would surrender, he would spare them their lives and their property, 
hoth for themselves and their wives. After these promises of safe conduct we 
ysturned home, where for the most part we found our houses destroyed ; this 
night we passed among their ruins without fear of treason, but the day fol- 
lowing we were surrounded on all sides by Druses, Mutualis, irregular cavalry, 
and Turkish troops, who commenced by inviting us to them to reassure our. 
selves, and to call to mind the assurance of safety of the Druze chief, Said 
Gemblat. The greater part of us calculating on the service we had rendered 
him followed without hesitation, but, alas! scarcely had they arrived ere they 
were piteously butchered by the cruel Druses. 4 rembling at this infamous 
treachery we took care not to yield, and determined on defending ourselves to 
the last gasp ; but as the number of the enemy was far more considerable than 
ours, amounting to 1500 fighting men, they surrounded us on all sides, and threw 
themselves amongst us at the same time. Those who were taken were imme- 
diately butchered. As to us, we kuow not by what miracle we saved ourselves 
from ue hands of the mercenaries by flying towards the deserts. Our enemies 
having exterminated the Christians hastened to plunder them, to pull down or 
burn the remainder of the village; they gave themselves up furiously to the 


burning ‘of convents and churches, destroying the bells, aud committing acts of 


a most abominable nature. Not content with all this, these barbarians stripped 
the women, dishonoured them, and then took their iafants from them. These 
eruelties they committed with the view of making them disclose the places where 
their husbands and property were concealed, In this manner the Druses dis- 
covered those who had taken to flight, and slaughtered them; they neither 
spared women, children, nor old men. We do not know the number of those 
who have been pitilessly massacred or torn to pieces by these barbarians, This, 
gentlemen, is what has happened, and we inform you thereof in the most con- 
scientions and faithful manner. We do not know further what has happened 
since our departure. If our wives and children have 
our enemies they must be in the desert, dispersed 
the enemy. We beg, gentlemen, that you will interest yourselves for these un- 
fortunate Christians, thus abandoned to their enemies; and as we know your 
zeal, we trust you will remedy the evil in the most prompt and efficacious 
manner, for the sake of humanity.”

THE LATE ACCIDENT ON THE GREAT 
Pasley’s report on the accident of the 17th June on the Great Western Railway 
has just been laid before Parliament. It is a lengthy document, entering into 
full particulars of the accident, its effects, the subsequent appearance of the parts 
of the line where it occurred, the state of the carriages, &c. That portion of the 
report, however, in which he states his opinion as to the “causes of the acci- 
dent,” is of especial interest to the public, and the remedies he would propose 
are of still greater moment. He ascribes the accident (by which the lives of 
145 passengers were placed in the most imminent peril) to the lightness of the 
luggage van, which had only four wheels, combined with the extraordinary 
velocity of the express trains, and the elasticity of the light rails and sleepers 
aggravated by the hog-trough rails.” The obvious remedies he states to 
be, first, to replace all the light sleepers and heavier sleepers and rails of 
Mr. Brunel's hog-trough rails by the stronger and heavier sleepers and rails of 
Mr. Brunel's last approved pattern ; secondly, experience having proved the 
impropriety of mixing light jour-wheeled and heavy six-wheeled carriages in 
the same swift train, the use of the former should be discontinued. But as it is 
desirable to have a carriage without passengers next to the tender, in order to 
receive the first shock in case of any accident to the engine or tende-, the Major 
suggests that it be a six-wheeled carriage of the same weight as the passenger- 
carriages, which may be used also for luggage, 

IMPROVEMENT OF THE WORKING CLASSES. — Mr.

This spirited Illustration of a stirring episode in the History of Early English Chivalry 
is finely contrasted with the Battle of Waterloo, and will afford admirable instances of 
the mode of ancient and modern warfare. The account is taken from a MS. in the Cot- 
tonian collection in the British Museum, 

In 1414 the Earl of Warwick was in an embassy from the English court to the council 
of Constance. There he tilted before the Emperor Sigismond and his Empress. A cer- 
tain German nobleman challenged him to the outrance for his lady's sake. The German 
was slain in the unequal trial. The Empress was so struck with Warwick's prowess 
that she took the cognisance of his house, the bear and ragged staff, from the shoulder o 
one of his retainers, and placed it on her own. Warwick, with refined gallantry, sent 
her the next day the same device richly wroughtin pearl. He was next appointed Cap- 
tain of Calais, made his entry into that fortress in solemn procession, and, true to his 
chivalric notions, proclaimed a festival of arms. On the appointed day he repaired to the 
field in a sort of assumed incognito, in imitation of the unknown knights of the old ro- 
mances. Three French knights in the same spirit accepted his challenge. The first day 
the Earl of Warwick entered the list in complete armour, his helmet surmounted by a 
panache of ostrich feathers, his shield, and the bases of his horse decorated with the coat 
of his ancestor, the Lord Toney. He was encountered by. one of the French knights, 
who called himself the Chevalier Rouge, whom at the thir l course he bore out of his 
saddle, and unhorsed. He then sent him a destricr, or warehorse, as a gift. The next 
day, with a chaplet of gold upon his helm, wearing the aim: of Hanslap, he was met by 
Le Chevalier Blanc: to whom he gave proof of his prowe:s, smote off the visor, pierced 
his armour, and dismounted him. He sent him also a courser. 

The next day he appeared as the Earl of Warwick, quartering Beauchamp, Guy, Han- 
slap, and Toney on 5 trappings ; his visor open, the chaplet on his helm enriched with 

earl and precious stones. His opponent was Sir Collard Fynes. At every course he bore 

kim at the point of the lance from his seat. The French spectators thought there was 
some foul play, and exclaimed that the Earl of Warwick was bound to the saddle. He 
instantly corrected this error by dismounting from his horse. The third time dere. 
recompensed his adversaries with noble gifts, feasted all the company, and returned to 
Calais. ein 

Richard Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, was a very remarkable man. Living in an age 
when personal prowess was regarded as the chief ornament and truest sign of nobility ; 
when men won honours and broad lands by strength and skill of sword and lance, he 
became a renowned warrior in the field, and a gallant and successful champion at the 
tournay. But he was not a mere soldier. Henry the Fifth of England, himself no or- 
dinary king, appointed him to represent English interests at the council of Constance, 
where he acquitted himself as a shrewd diplomatist ; whilst from an illuminated MS. in 
the British Museum, we learn that later in life he turned his attention towards religion, 
and became a devotee at the Shrine of the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem, 4 he Engraving

two-deckers, Rodney, 92, Albion, 90, Canopus, 84, Superb, 80, 
Vanguard, 80, and the Siren, 16; the Rattler, steam-sloop (to ac- 
company the squadron); the Victoria and Albert, royal steam 
yacht; the Fairy, royal steam-yacht tender; the Black Eagle, 
Admiralty steam-yacht ; and the Lightning, steam-tender ; a force 
of above 900 guns, and 8200 men.”

THE LAST DISCUSSION ON THE SLAVE TRADE. 

The subject of slavery, so fruitful in debate, has again been 
brought before the attention of the Legislature and the public by 
Lord Palmerston, who on Tuesday night opened once more the 
whole case. His lordship spoke with more than usual effect; and 
one portion of his speech, in which he described the new treaty 
entered into by the French with the Imaum of Muscat and its 
certain results, was received most anxiously by the House. The 
address told, and told heavily, in favour of the most vigorous steps 
being taken for the suppression of the traffic in living humanity.

He proved, to the satisfaction of the great majority of his hearers, 
that had Portugal, Spain, and Brazil kept their engagements 
deliberately entered into against the trade in slaves, the abomina- 
tion would ere this have been swept away. The gross and shame- 
fal neglect by those countries of compacts made with England, 
is the real cause of the continuation of the traffic ; and until those 
compacts are rendered more strict, and are stringently enforced, 
there can be but slight reasonable hope for the eradication of the 
evil. There are many kindly philanthropists, who waste much 
zeal, and time, and money, in upholding the opinion that forcible 
means can never produce the desired effect ; that cruisers are idle, 
and squadrons useless, whilst the lust for mammon can be fed by 
the sale of human flesh—that, whilst a market can be found for 
negroes, that negroes will be sold. They contend that the only 
way to put down the traffic is by teaching the savages of interior 
Africa that, by bartering the productions of their rich though 
deadly portion of the earth, they may gain more than by selling 
their subjects to the slaver; that a trade in gum, or gold-dust, or 
ivory, is better thanatrade in men. The same kindly people 
depend very much also upon the efficacy of Christianity; and 
doubtless these means are as admirable as the motives of those 
who urge them are pure and excellent. But every debate upon 
the subject, every new fact gleaned, and every succeeding year's 
experience proves more completely than before, that only by 
coercive measures can the slave-trade be abated. Lord Palmerston 
urged the point that, when the cruisers were numerous and effi- 
cient, the result was highly satisfactory; when the ships were 
few or ill-adapted for the purpose, few slavers were taken, and 
the mischief flourished anew. He predicted a whole catalogue of 
evils as certain to arise from the recent convention between this 
country and France, declaring that the combined squadron would 
be found lamentably inefficient for the object. We trust all this 
is but a phantom conjured up in the brain of a zealous abolitionist, 
or a natural possibility exaggerated by the heat of partizan con- 
test. But one thing must be taken as certain, that such debates as the 
one of Tuesday must ever be regarded with gratification, if they in- 
duce an extra amount of attention to the necessities of the subject ; 
if they keep alive the ardour which has so long and so honourably 
distinguished England in the holy crusade against slavery; and, 
if they advance the views of those who hold the only sound 
opinion — that able and efficient cruisers, and enough of them, 
are the real and only things to cripple the traffic. For its abolition 
we must have Spain, Portugal, and Brazil in a real, not a nominal, 
league with us. They must keep the word of promise in fact — 
not to the ear only. À j 

NEW ZEALAND. 

The echoes of the debate upon New Zealand have scarcely died 
away in the Louse of Commons, when we have tidings from that 
colony of anevent which threatens to re-light the torch of discord, 
and call up still louder complaints from one party, and more bitter 
accusations from the other. At present, however, the news is 
too indefinite to enable the most anxious inquirer to decide in 
what quarter the blame of the disaster must ultimately rest, 
the only positive statement being to the effect, that many lives, 
both English and native, have been lost, and that much misery, 
doubt, and anxiety, have been thereby necessarily created. The 
intelligence is brought by the ship Midlothian from Sydney ; 
is dated Falmouth, July 7.; and is thus stated in a written com- 
munication from the commander of that vessel to the agent to 
Lloyd’s : — 


April 2. 1845, lat. 35 43 S., long. 177 56 E. spoke the Mars,

‘The 
polling commenced on Tuesday, and closed at four o'clock, when the numbers 
were declared by the High Sheriff to be as fullows:—Duckworth, 1258; Briggs, 
588; majority, 670.

The first pile was driven about twenty yards from the Seacombe- 
slip. 

The Marquis of Ailesbury has given instructions to his keepers and tenants to 
destroy all the hares and rabbits on his estates in Wiltshire. Some thousands 
have been already destroyed. 

We regret to state that the Glendower, which for several years formed one of 
the fast packet fleet trading between Liverpool and New York, was lost during 
the heavy gale of wind on Wednesday 9 78 90 last, off a place called Morſa, on 
the coast of Carnarvon. During the first few hours she bore against the fury of 
the gale admirably, but ultimately the heavy sea from the main ocean drove the 
ship from her anchors towards the shore. Her commander, Captain Parson, 
seeing her imminent danger, ordered the masts to be cut away, which for a short 
time had the desired effect, but the storm becoming more fierce, she was carried 
amongst breakers off the above place. The lifeboat from Studwell Roads was 
immediately conveyed to the spot, and after several attempts gained the wreck, 
and saved every one belonging to the vessel, which appears a complete wreck. 
She was nearly 600 tons burden, and her loss is about 70002 

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT IN THE WATERLOO Roap.—On Friday forenoon an 
inquest was held before Mr. W. Carter, at the Royal George, Carlisle Lane, 
Lambeth, on the body of Walter Knight, aged thirty-one years, late of Royal 
Street, Upper Marsh, Lambeth. The deceased was returning home with two 
friends on Tuesday morning last from a party, and when they had reached the 
Surrey side of Waterloo Bridge, they all agreed to run as far as the corner of the 
Lower Marsh, near the Victoria Theatre. The deceased started and kept up 
with them until they were opposite Waterloo Church, when he suddenly caught 
hold of the wheels of a gardener’s cart.

The discovery of the remains of St. Leonard's Hospital, Alnwick, within these 
last few days, after remaining in obscurity from time immemorial, must be very 
interesting tothe antiquary. The site is about three-quarters ofa mile north of 
Alnwick, and adjoins the great north road on the west side, and is about 300 
yards south of the cross erected to the memory of Malcom III., King of Scot- 
land, who, in besieging Alnwick Castle, was killed November 13. 1093. Amongst 
other things disco: ered are a holy water font, the base of a cross and socket, 
several stones of the saw-toothed and pointed gothic arches, two silver coins, a 
vase or urn, part of a doorway, and upwards of twenty human skeletons. 

On Sunday afternoon, al ttle girl, aged four years, residing near the Wood 
Wharf, Greenwich, fell into the river at high tide, and was carried away by the 
stream under the platform of Huntley’s mast and sail loft.

Tun New SoLicrror-GesERaL.—Mr. Fitzroy Kelly, the new Solicitor-Gene- 
ral, is a member and bencher of Lincoln’s Inn, and first entered as a student in 
1818, as papi to Thomas Abraham, Esq., whom he left, and became the pupil of 
Mr. Wilkinson, of Pump Court, Mr. Crowder, Q.C., being a pupil of that gen- 
tleman at the time, He afterwards took out his certificate, ana acted as a special 
pleader until the 7th of May, 1824, Trinity Term, when he was called to the bar. 
The late Sir William Webb Follett had been entered of the Inner Temple in the 
same year with Mr. Kelly (1818). They were constant readers together, and 
were called to the bar in the same term. Mr. Kelly and Sir William Follett 
soon obtained a firm position at the bar, and were rival juniors, e ch being en- 
gaged in most of the principal and important causes brought before the court, 
being Separated only by the circuits; the one (Mr. Kelly) having chosen the 
Norfolk, and Sir William Follett the western circuit. In 1835, on the occasion 
of Sir Robert Peel coming into power, Mr. Kelly received the honour of a silk 
gown, with S.r William Follett, preparatory to the la ter being appointed Solici- 
tor-General. Mr. Kelly first took his seat in Parliament in that year for Ipswich, 
but was, on petition, unseated, and remained out until 1837, when, at the election, 
having been defeated, with Mr. R. Wason, by Messrs. Milner Gibson and Tuff- 
nell, by a small majority, he succeeded, on petition, in ousting Mr. ‘luftnell, and 
took his seat for ipswich. At the weneral de 1841, he was defeated ; and 
although his opponents were unseated, and the election declared void, he declined 
to risk another contest, and again remained out of Parliament until 1843, when 
Alexander Craig Grant, Esq., having accepted the Chiltern Hundreds, and a 
vacancy being thereby occasioned, he was, after a severe struggle, «lected for 
Cambridge. The closeness with which Mr. Kelly has trod upon the heels of the 
late Attorney-General is somewhat curious. Both entered as students the same 
year, read t geth-r, were called to the bar the same term, received silk gowns 
together, and after the remains of Sir William Follett were conveyed to the 
tomb, Mr. Kelly was appointed Solieitor-General. 

CAUTION to Post-Orrick-Keerers. — On Wednesday a petty sessions was 
held for the Holborn Division, at the Holborn Union Workhouse, Little Gray's 
Inn Lane, before Mr. Whiskin (chairman) and a bench of magistrates, at which 
several tradesmen a peared to summonses, which had been taken out against 
them by Mr. Reeves, Inspector of Weights and Measures, for having unjust 
weights and measures in their possession. Among the defendants, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Leader, dealer in turnery, Duke Street, Great Russell Street, Bloomsbury, was 
charged with having a quarter-pound, a two-ounce, ard half-ounce weights 
which were unjust. The inspec.or stated that a piece of lead was used for 
the haif-ounce. The weights being tried before the bench, the inspector in- 
formed the magistrates that the defendant kept the post-office for that district, 
and that the weights were used for trying the setters left there. The chairman 
said that it was a bad case, as by having such weights the public were l able to 
be imposed upon. ‘The inspector remarked that a le ter, which was actually 
under weight, might be charged double postage. The defendant stated that she 
had no intention to commit fraud, as she had a two-ounce weight which the 
inspector left. The chairman rema ked that, by such weights, a person leaving 
a letter would, in many cases, be called to pay for overweight, and then be charged 
double. The defendant was fined 20s., which she paid. 

SINGULAR ACCIDSNT BY Fire AT PUTNEY. — On Tuesday, about twelve o'clock, 
the following extraordinary and doubtless fatal accident, by fire, occurred at 
Putney. Caroline Pedder, the wife of James Pedder, a tailor, living in Albert 
Place, was in the act of preparing the dinner, when some sparks flew out from 
the burning wood. Mrs. Pedder did not notice that any ot shem touched her 
dress, and went to Woodland’s, the grocer, at the corner of the street, to make 
a purchase. As she entered the shop her clothes burst out into flames. The 
poor creature, instead of remaining at the spot, ran to her mother’s, a distance 
of two hundred yards, the flames at the same time making fearful progress, and 
completely enveloping her. The mother, with some neighbours, with great 
difficulty, subdued the fire, but not before the young woman was shockingly 
burnt about the neck, face, and arms. Dr. Shillito was quickly in attendance, 
dressed the wounds, and then despatched the poor creature to Saint George's 
Hospital, where she now lies without hope of recovery.

PRIVILEGE.— The Lorp CHANCELLOR laid on the table the report of the com- 
mittee which had been yesterday appointed to search for precedents relating to 
the petition of Thomas Baker.—The Duke of RichmMonp moved that Thomas 
Baker be called to the bar of their Lordships’ house, for the purpose of deliver- 
ing in the declaration in the action to which his petition referred.—Agreed to. 

The plaintiff, Thomas Baker, then N at the bar, and in answer to ques- 
tions from the Lord Chancellor, Lords lian lepie and Campbell, stated that 
he had been summoned in the month of April, 1844, to appear and give evidence 
before a committee of their Lordships’ House, on the subject of the laws relating 
to gaming. Since that period he had been served with a declaration in an action 
for libel, which had been brought against him by a person named Harlow, for 
evidence given before thatcommittee. He had been served with a copy of the 
declaration in the action, which had been brought in the Court of Queen's 
Bench, which declaration had been read to him by the clerk to! Mr. Baines, his 
attorney, and a portion of the statement contained in the declaration consisted of 
a portion of the evidence given by him before their Lordships. He had not made 
that statement elsewhere. 

The witness was then ordered to withdraw.

EXHIBITION OF WORKS OF ART IN WESTMINSTER HALL. 


This exhibition continues to attract a large share of public attention. The 
vast old hall is daily crowded with multitudes of the educated classes of society ; 
and when the admission becomes gratis, we expect it will resemble a holiday at 
the British Museum, and be almost impassable. The great attraction is the 
specimens of fresco, which, along with the studies in oil of the proposed compo- 
sition of colour, accompany the cartoons. In these works, however, the 
public find little to admire; they are mostly weak, timid affectations of the 
great masters, and may be regarded as a series of fanciful experiments, in 
which each artist has tried in his own way to be as unlike nature and as differ- 
ent from his associates as possible. It would be invidious to cite examples; 
but we may call attention to figures whose flesh tints can only be paralleled 
by the brick-dust reds of well burnt clay; to shadows rivalling the ver- 
dure of spring in their greenness; to groups of hard outlines filled up with 
flats of colour, as if there were no solidities in life; to bits from Murillo, 
scraps from the German school, and reminiscences of Corregio, compounded 
in heterogeneous discord. This, we must be permitted to say, is not fresco 
painting. The breadth of chiaroscuro, and the depth, the ad pe solemn 
depth of colour required in such works is wholiy overlooked. To this 
there is no exception. All seem to have forgotten the beautiful bit of fresco 
executed for her Majesty's commissioners by our great painter Edwin Laudseer, 
and privately exhibited at Gwydir House, for the instruction alike of employers 


EXTRAORDINARY NEBULA, 18h. IIm. R. A., 16d. 15m. S. D. 


Our provincial correspondents must not confound the“ fire mists” and “ fire 
mist vortices ” of recent geological speculators with the nebulous matter and ne- 
bular phenomena of astronomic observers. The former are fancies unsupported 
by evidence, the latter are facts confirmed by every day’s experience. The ele- 
mentary matter of which the nebula is formed is a thin filmy substance, diffused 
in clustered masses through the intervals of the s‘ars, and spreading over regions 
so immense, that its magnitude, or the span it fills, is absolutely inconceivable. 
The use or destiny of these masses is held to be the most obscure problem in 
astronomy. „Are they,” says Dr. Nichols, “ to abide for ever in an apparently 
chaotic condition—void, formless, and diffuse in the midst of order and organis- 
ation, or are they the germs of more exalted being—the rudiments of something 
only yet being arranged?” „ Within those looming masses,” he answers, 
“ whatever be their final destiny, there are doubtless wide and systematic rela- 
tionships; each particle of the matter of which they are composed will be 
arranged and adjusted to its neighbour ; nay, who can tell—who that has looked 
on those monuments of bygone worlds, the fossil relics which mark the early 
progress of our own planet—but these amorphous substances may bear within 
them, laid up in their dark bosoms, the germs, the producing powers, of that lite 
which in coming ages will develope itself in growing forms, until they become fit 
residences for every varying degree of intelligence, and every shade of moral 
sensibility and greatness ?"' 3 f 

In its first or rudest state, the nebulous matter is characterised by a great dif- 
fusion, as in the great nebula in Orion. In succeeding stages— assuming pro- 
gressive changes to be passing on it—structure, governed by law, begins to ap- 
pear, as is beautifully shown in the nebula in our engraving, which may be seen 
18h. IIm. R. A., and 16 deg. 15m. S. D. In this extraordinary object, a con- 
densing of the filmy matter may be observed in two distinct places, which look 
like bright nuclei, surrounded ty a comparatively dark ring. The number of

SIRDARS OF CANDAHAR. 


By private advices from India we learn that the Sirdars of Candahar are col- 
lecting their forces with a view to avail themselves of any chance benefits which 
may arise from the contemplated movements of Dost Mohamed and his infamous 
son Akbar. These turbulent princes are no friends to the British dominion in 
India, and their proceedings are beginning to occasion some anxiety to our mili- 
tary authorities. They should be watched closely, and in the event of their 
making any treacherous alliances with our territorial enemies, should be sum- 
marily punished. Promptitude in such cases is salvation. The sirdars are not 
rich, the revenues of Candahar not amounting to more than eight lacs of rupees, 
or 80,000“. per annum, They have, however, 3000 good cavalry, 1000 infantry, and 
some fifteen guns or more, and are besides in close compact with the predatory 
hordes of their own and neighbouring states. 

Candahar lies to the south of, and nearly midway between Herat and Cabool. 
Cabool and Candahar have, from early antiquity, been reckoned the gates of 
Hindostan, one affording entrance from Tooran, and the other from Iran. The 
modern city, comprised within an ordinary fortification of three miles and one 
thousand and six yards in circumference, is of an jrregular oblong square form, 
surrounded by a ditch twenty-four feet wide and ten feet deep, but it is not in 
good repair. The wall is twenty and a half feet thick at the bottom, fourteen 
and a half feet thick at the top, and twenty-seven feetin height, It has six gates, 
defended by double bastions, and the angles protected by large circular towers. 
The citadel and palace is in the centre of the north end of the city. There are 
four principal streets running from north to south and from east to west, which 
meet in the centre, in which there is a large dome, or circular covered space, 
about fifty yards in diameter, a public market-place surrounded by shops, where 
the great merchants live; this is called ths “ Charsoo, The four principal 
streets are about forty yards wide, lined with shops and houses, which are all 
built of sun-burut bricks, and are flat roofed. There are smaller and narrower 
streets which run from the principal ones towards the city walls (all crossing 
each other at right angles), between which and the houses there is a road about 
twenty-five yards wide, all round the city. The tomb of Sultan Ahmed Shah, 
the founder of the Dooranee monarchy, is covered with a gilt cupola, and is held 
a sacred asylum; the king himself not daring, it is said, to take a criminal from 
it. There are said to be 40,000 houses, and a population of 100,000 persons. The 
streets are paved with small stones, but they are usually in bad order, Candahar 
is on a table-land, surrounded by a well cultivated plain. Detached hills rise 
from the plain on the south and east, on the north and west they appear more 
hike a broken range of hills; their height varies from 300 to 2000 feet. Those to 
the west have a singular appearance, they rise up near the top Itke a wall, are | 
indented, very ruy ged, and look very bleak, being of a clayey colour. To the | 
south the hills are more distant than in the other directions. There is neither | 
tree, nor shrub, nor herb, to be found on them, or, in the language of the Em. 
peror Baber, “ the mountains are worthy of the men; as the proverb says,‘ a 
narrow place is large to the narrow minded?’ “ There are, pethaps, scarcely 
in the whole world, such dismal looking hill countries as these.“ The heat ra- 
diates from them during the summer so much as to warm the breeze as it passes 
Over them; and in the evenings it is not uncommon to experience a current of 
hot air from the mountains, and one cool from the plain, the latter usually suc- 
ceeding the former ; from this and from other causes there is a great difference 
bei ween the temperature of the morning and the middle of the day. 

The country about Candahar is susceptible of a high state of cultivation. On 
the road towards Herat arable Jand is abundant. There are plenty of orchards 
and gardens-in the vicinity, which contain vines and a great variety of fruit. 
Poplars and willows surround the orchards. 

Candahar, from its position. was in Baber's time one of the great marts to 
which caravans resorted, and Cabool was another. ‘To the former came those | 
fiom Khorassan. During the former rule of Dost Mahomed, owing to his sys- 
tem at Cabool being more liberal than the fiscal arrangements at Candahar, more 
merchants resorted to Cabool than to Candahar; though, frem its situation, the 

rade with Persia and with the south of India might be naturally cxpected to 
pass through Car dahar, The route by the Indus from Bombay will be that by 
which the trade frem England and India will be carried on; as the distance from 
Bombay is Jess than that from Calcutta, and it is obvious that Indian goods will 
be sent by way of Cabool, from the upper portion of Bengal alone; since to goto 
pata extra distance between Cabool and Candahar (318 miles) must be 
ra d. 

In a military and political point of view, Candahar is more exposed than Ca.

defensible passes; while the former would be exposed by the fall of Herat. ‘The 
Sirdars hold nine-tenths of the land, and will not rent it without an immediate 
return; nor grant & Water-lease but on. exorbitant terms; hence the people are 
ripe for a change,

Court or Queen’s BencH.—Tuk Queen v. Henry BATEMAN.—STOPPING A 
THOROUGHFARE.—Mr. Lush, for the prosecution, stated that this was an indict- 
ment against the defendant for unlawfully stopping up part of a place called 
Angel Alley, running between Long Alley and Bishopsgate Strect. Angel 
Alley was very ancient, the use of which was a great accommodation to the in- 
habitants of the neighbouring streets. The a ley extended a long distance, part 
of it being in the city of London, and part in the county of Middlesex. Some 
time since there were on one side of the alley the premises of a brewer, and the 
brewer's men frequently threw dirt down on the place, and occasioned some com- 
plaints of the place as a nuisance. After some time obstructions in the way of 
passengers were placed in the alley, which, being very narrow, was easily blocked 
up, and, finally. a hoard was put across at one portion, and at a little distance a 
wall was erected, and thus the alley was blocked u . The part blocked up was 
that portion which was situated within the city of London, for the authorities of 
the parish of Shoreditch, in which the Middlesex part of it was situated, refused 
their consent to block up a passage which was so convenient to the neighbouring 
houses. The matter had already been the subject of much litigation, and it now 
came here in the form of this indictment to receive its final adjudication. The 
defence would be that the blocking un had been authorised by the city authori- 
ties, under the provisions of the 57 Geo. III. e. 29. 8. 79., but that act required 
a great many formalities to be observed, which had not been observed in this 
case; so that, susposing this act to apply to the case, it could not furnish the 
defence here. But it was clear that it did not apply to this case, but was re- 
stricted to those cases where there were not thoroughfares, but whatjwere called 
blind alleys—places having but one entrance, ard which were often used, no doubt, 
for the objectionable purposes mentioned in that act. This was an ancient 
public thoroughfare, and no order of justices to stop it up could make the act of 
stcpping it up legal, Witnesses were called to make out this case, and Lord 
Denman observing that the case must resolve itself into a question of law, Mr. 
Ryland introduced the formal evidence on which the defence was intended to be 
rested, ard the jury then gave a verdict for the prosecution, subject to the 
opinion of the court above on the point of law. 

BANKRUPTCY Court, — STOCK-BROKING. — IN RE THORNTON BENTALL.— 
Wednesday was fixed for the choice of assignees in the matter of this bank- 
rupt, who carried on business as a stock-broker and dealer in railway shares, at 


| Copthall Chambers, City, and his private residence at Croydon, where the only 


assets obtained by the messengers was a collection of ‘stuffed birds,” The 
bankrupt, it appeared, had absconded, and had kept no regular books of account 
for the last three years. ; 

Mr. James attended for the petitioning creditor to watch the proceedings. 
The proofs of debts were principally by parties who had entrusted him with 
money to invest in different securities; and in no one case had he complied 
with their instructions. The number of these cases has not yet been ascertained, 
neither has the amount of his debts and liabilities; but the total proved to-day 
was about 18,000/. Amongst the proofs admitted to-day, and as indicating the 
bankrupt’s mede of dealing, were those of Mr. Adams, of Mitcham, for 2900/., 
for which he had received no security, and a further sum (supposed to have 
been invested in bends), and making altogether a tum of 50007. ; Mr. C. S. Smith, 


| for 38402.; Mr. Chouller, 1115/. 7s. 7d.; Mrs. Catherine Todd, 24642. 7s. 8d., 


and a further sum of 10,0007., which has been, it was believed, invested in bonds 
which are not yet discovered. It was stated that this lady had lost every 
farthing she possessed. The amount of debts proved in the course of the day 
amounted to about 18,C00/. In a subsequent part of the proceedings to-day, it 
was stated that the liabilities amounted to between 50,0007. and 60,000/., and 
the only assets likely to be realised depended upon the realisation of certain 
securities. 

Mr. Benta'l, a brother of the bankrupt, a i 
stated that he was a solicitor of Cornhill. He did not know positively where his 
brother was, but believed he was in some part cf France. He had seen a letter 
from him since he hed left this country, but not one addressed to him (witness). 
It was dated from a place called Morcluse, between Boulogne and Calais. He 
had directed communications to his brother addressed to him there, under the 
name of Richards, ‘Poste restante.” The last was on Monday or Saturday. 
The witness here said that he was so much confused by the troubles and anxiety 
he had undergone on this matter, that he could only state his belief, and not 
positively. He believed the bankrupt was still at“ Morcluse,” under the name 
of Richards, He telieved that he took 100“. with him. He saw him shortly 
before he left on the 16th or 17th of June last. He told him he was going. He 
was not a married man. All the communications from the bankrupt had been 
addressed to another of his trothers. He (the witness) was a loser to n con- 
siderable amount, more than 1000/., and he was also responsible for 40007. or 
50C07. more, Nearly the whole of his family was involved. He (witness) held 
some doubtful securities in the shape of returned bills, but none other. He 
knew nothing of his brother's bocks, He never could get any account from him, 
Wnen he told him he was coing, he (witness) thought the state of hig affairs 


was then examined by Mr. James, and 
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was such that he had better be out of the way. He knew nothing of any books 
but those that were in the hands of the official assignee. He told him (witness) 
that he should call himself Richards, and he believed his passport was in that 
name. He did not know what the bankrupt had done with the large sums of 
money he had received, although he was aware he had to pay heavily on the 
Stock Exchange.

Mr. James.— That box has been placed in the hands of the official assignee 
in the same state as it was left with Messrs. Williams and Dean. 

The Official Assignee. — I have received the box, but there is nothing in it. 

The witness continued by stating that he did not know if his brother intended 
to surrender, but he was anxious to assist in making up his accounts. It was 
not safe for him to come forward, by reason of certain criminal charges having 
been made against him. Mr. James then said, this gentleman being in court, 
I thought that he should be examined, in justice both to the creditors and him. 
self, and I think he has given his evidence very fairly. The Learned Com- 
missioner. — Certainly, very fairly. Messrs. Grout and Baines were then chosen 
assignees. In the course of the inquiry it was mentioned by the official assignee 
that he bankrupt had not made any entry in his books for three years, and that 
all his accounts were on loose bits of paper, which he produced. 


CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 


Mary Anne Sailsbury, alias Salisbury, who pleaded guilty to three charges of 
larceny at the May sessions, but whose sentence was respited, was brought up for 
judgment. It will be recollected that the prisoner, when before the magistrate, 
told a rather romantic story about her having been seduced by a gentleman, who 
brought her to London and then deserted her, the whole of which statement 
turned out to be a fabrication. The Recorder sentenced her to six months’ im- 
prisonment, to commence from the period of her conviction. 

John White was indicted for stealing a bottle of lavender water, value 178. 6d., 
the property of G. W. Snowdon. There were two other indictments against 
him tor stealing a quantity of money; also an indictment charging a former con- 
viction. Sentence—Seven years’ transportation. 

William Pickett was indicted for stealing spoons, forks, and other articles of 
plate, the property of W. Carpenter Evans, Esq. ‘There was also an indictment 
for another felony. The prisoner was sentenced to be transported for seven 
years. 

Edward Chapman was indicted for stealing two flutes and other articles, the 
property of Herman Wrede, his master, Sentence—Nine months’ imprisonment, 

Henry Bedford was indicted for stealing five sovereigns and a Bank of Eng- 
land note for 5/., from Bremen Hart, his master. Sentence Three months’ 
imprisonment. 

ROBBERY IN a STEAM PACKET —William Poshay, aged eighteen, was indicted 
for stealinga half-sovereign, the property of William Christian, from the’person 
of Ann, his wife. Mrs. Christian stated, that she returned by the steamer from 
Gravesend to London. Shortly before her embarkation she felt a hand in her 
pocket, and on searching it afterwards she ascertained that sbe had lost a half- 
sovereign. The prisoner was a passenger on board the same vessel. A witness 
was called who saw the prisoner introduce his hand, with great dexterity, into 
the pocket of the prosecutrix. The policeman into whose custody the prisoner 
was delivered stated, that on searching him he found a half. sovereign in his 

ossession. The jury pronounced the prisoner “ Guilty.“ The Common Ser- 
Jeant told the prisoner that the court had adopted a walk to send persons who 
committed depredations on board steamers and railways out of the country. The 
judgment of the court, therefore, was, transportation beyond the seas bor ten 
years. 

RECEIVING STOLEN GOODS. Moses Barnard, a person of respectable appear- 
arce, surrendered to take his trial on an indictment charging him with feloni- 
ously receiving 240 yards of silk, three dozen parasols, and a quantity of cambric 
of great value, the property of Messrs. Collett and Evans, of Cripplegate Build- 
ings, well knowing them to have been stolen. Another count in the indictment 
stated the property to have been stolen by Charlotte Palmer, The case having 
been made out, a number of witnesses were then called to prove the previous 
good character of the prisoner. The jury, after a brief consultation, returned a 
verdict of“ Guilty,” accompanied by a recommendation to mercy. The Com- 
mon Serjeant said it was fortunate for the prisoner that no previous act of a 
similar nature could be alleged against him, or he would have been transported, 
The sentence at present was, that he be imprisoned and kept to hard labour for 
twelve calendar months. 

Tue ROBBERY AT BUCKINGHAM PALACF.— John Taylor, aged thirty-three, 
cabinet maker, was indicted for stealing a statue, value 40., a microscope, value 
2007., and a vase, value 87., the property of our Sovereign Lady the Queen, in her 
dwelling-house, The prisoner pleaded “ Not guilty.’ Mr. Clarkson, who ap- 
peared for the defence, applied to the court to postpone the trial until next se3- 
sions, on the ground that the prisoner had only been committed on Friday last, 
and had only very recently been furnished with copies of the depositions, in con- 
sequence of which he (Mr. Clarkson) was wholly unprepared to go into the de- 
fence. Mr. Bodkin, who was retained for the prosecution, said that he had no 
Objection to urge on behalf of the prosecution against the a plication. The 
Common Serjeant granted the application, and ordered the trial to stand over to 
the next sessions of the court. 
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SURREY SESSIONS. 

Goivvrorn, Jury 9.— Lorn Ditton’s Case. — Charles Henry Viscount Dillon 
was indicted for unlawfully assaulting George White, a toll collector in London, 
on Sunday the 8th ultimo, There was a second count charging the noble defend. 
ant with a wanton assault. Mr. Wallinger attended as counsel for the prosteu- 
tion, which was instituted by the lessees of the turnpike trusts, in whose employ- 
ment the prosecutor is engaged; and Mr. Ballantyne and Mr. Knapp on the part 
ofthe defence. George White stated that he is a toll collector, and that on the 
night of the 8th ultimo he was engaged in collecting the Sunday tolls at the Kent 
Street Gate, in the Old Kent Road. That about 11 o'clock on the night in ques- 
tion he heard the blowing of a horn, and that shortly afterwards a carriage and 
four, with lamps, came along, and on arriving at the gate he called out for the 
toll. The gentleman, however, who was driving paid no regard to the intima- 
tion, and as he seemed determined on passing through without paying, he (pre- 
secutor) then seized the reins of the near wheel horse. The moment, however, 
he did so, he was struck several times over the hat and on his shoulders by the 
driver, who was Lord Dillon himself. The blows were very sharp, and he saved 
being struck in. he face by holding down his head, and, having two coats on at 
the time, he suffered no injury from those inflicted over his back. After havin 
been assaulted in the manner described, the servant then got down from behin 
the carriage, and his lordship said,“ Pay him the toll, for he has got a good eight- 
pennyworth.’? Prosecutor then let go the reias, and the servant, instead of 
pang the toll, produced a ticket, which he was told did not clear that gate, 

ord Dillon then called out to his servant to give his name and address, after 
which the carriage was driven through the gate, the toll not having been ten» 
dered at all. In answer to the chairman the prosecutor said, that when his lord- 
ship found that he had hold of the reins he pulled up the horses, but he] (prose- 
cutor) was dragged about twenty or thirty yards before the animals stopped, 
Mr. Walton, one of the lessees of the turnpike trusts, was called for the purpose 
of proving that the prosecutor was appointed by the commissioners of pavements, 
and that he had been for some years in the situation. 

An objection, however, was then taken by Mr. Ballantyne on the ground, that 
it was not proved the prosecutor was a collector of tolls, as averred in the first 
count of the indictment, his appointment in writing specifying that fact not being 
laid before the court. A long discussion ensued on this point, which was even- 
tually decided in favour of the learned counsel's argument by the chariman, who 
observed, that as the objection was held good, the defendant was therefore only 
liable on the second count in the indictment, namely, that for the common 
assault, and that the case was to be treated in the same way as that of any other 
person not a toll collector seizing the reins of the horses under the circum. 
stances above described. Mr. Ballantyne said that his objection being ruleda 
valid one, he therefore trusted that the case would stop where it was, for he 
could assure the court and jury, on the part of Lord Dillon, that his lordship re- 
gretted the circumstances which led to the transaction, and that they never 
would have occurred had it not been for the danger to which he and his friends 
were exposed by the manner in which the prosecutor acted on the occasion. 

Mr. Wallinger expressed a desire on the part of the lessees that the case should 
proceed, their object being to protect the men in their employ from treatment 
such as that experienced by the prosecutor. 

Mr. Ballantyne then proceeded to address the jury on the part of Lord Dillon, 
He said the facts were, that on the night in question Lord Dillon, who was driving 
his own carriage from Greenwich, ou approaching the turnpike at a slow pace, 
and having no reason to suppose that a toll was to be demanded, on not pullin 
up immediately the reins of a spirited horse were seized by the defendant, au 
his lordship merely did what any other man so circumstanced might have done, 
that was, to whip the aggressor in order to make him let go, and not causea 
serious accident by his over zeal in the discharge of his duty. He (the learned 
counsel) had asked for the production of the prosecutor’s written appointment, 
but it was withheld; andif it had been brought forward, he had reason to believe 
that it would then be discovered that the lessees had no legal right to take tolls 
at the gate in question, which were only demanded on Sundays, when the trades- 
men and other persons who wanted a jaunt with their families were called upon to 
pay this illegal demand. The chairman having summed up the ev'dence, the 
jury, after a short deliberation, returned a verdict of “ Not Guilty,” and Lord 
Dillon retired from the court with a number of his friends, who were anxiously 
waiting the result of the trial.

MARLBOROUGH STRFET. — ILLEGAL SALE or A CADETSMIP. — Mr. Dew, an 
auctioneer, and Mr.James Rallett, were brought before Mr. Maltby tor final 
examination, on Saturday last, charged with having been concerned in the illegal 
sale of a cadetship in che service of the Hon. the East India Company. The 
particulars of the charge have N appeared in this journal. Mr. Clarkson, 
on behalf of the prosecutors, said he had now to ask for the committal of the de- 
fendants. He had nothing more to offer in the way of evidence, and he had not 
an opportunity, as he had anticipated, of making a similar charge against other 
individuals not in custody, implicated in the same transaction. Mr. Dew’s soli 
citor requested permission to examine Mr. Coppard, with the view of showing 
that Mr. Dew, throughout the whole negociation for the sale of the cadetship ta 
Mr. Coppard's son-in-law, had acted solely in the capacity of agent to Mr. Cop- 
pard. Permission having been given by the cou:t, Mr. Coppard was put into the 
witness-box and questioned at considerable length. The result was to establish, 
to a certain extent, the imp:ession that the transaction between Mr. Dew and 
Mr. Coppard was one of agent and principal. Mr. Ballantine begged to inform 
the court, with reference to the two parties alluded to by the learned counsel for 
the prosecution, that when the case against the two defendants came on for 
trial they would come forward and take their share of the responsibility. The 
defendants were then fully committed, but admitted to bail. i 

THREATENING THE CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER. — John Dillon,

A SERIOUS BLOW TO GRETNA GREEN. 


The first clause of Lord Brougham's Bill, „For 
amending the law of marriage,” declares that, after the 
lst of January next, no marriage solemnised in Scotland 
shall be valid, either in Scotland or any other part of the 
United Kingdom, or of the dominions belonging thereto, 
unless both the parties were born in Scotland, or had had 
their most usual place of residence there, or had lived in 
Scotland for three weeks next preceding such marriage, 
5 any law, custom, or usage to the contrary notwithstand. 
ing.“ The Bill also proposes to ‘enact that all children 
who are legitimate by the law of Scotland shall be deemed 
to be so in all parts of the United Kingdom; and, fur- 
ther, that all marriages and divorces valid by the law of 
Scotland shall be deemed to be so in all alka parts of 
the United Kingdom. The Bill finally declares that all 
persons forging marriage certificates are liable to trans- 
portation for lif . 


PARILHARMONIC SoclETY.—The eighth and last concert 
for the season took place on Monday last. 

The only things approaching to novelty were Men- 
delssohn's ‘‘ Calm Sea,” the concertante for two violins, 
and Bach’s concerto. The “calm sea” was disturbed 
by the tempest breath throughout, and the wand of Mos- 
chelles was not magical enough to still the troubled 
waters. The concerto of Bach is a curious antique, dis- 
playing the cunning hand of the contrapuntist through- 
out. e characteristic of this style is vigour and pom- 
posity; and perhaps the harpsichord, for which Bach 
wrote so much, was more adapted for such compositions 
than the piano, Moschelles seemed to have lost sight of 
the character entirely; his touch was small, and tone 
feeble; his intention evidently being to throw senti- 
mentality and prettiness into the concerto. A more 
hopeless task could not have been undertaken, The 
violin concertante was in many respects a great treat; 
but a concerto from Sivori would have been much more 
effective; although ’twould be better if great performers 
could shine together without creating a comparison of 
their respective lights: we are sorry to say it is impos- 
sible. In this concertante, we endeavoured to listen to 
Spohr alone; but the fresh poetry, the life thrown iuto 
his part by Sivori, the violent effort and artificial gloss 
given by the other, drew attention to the players rather 
than the composer. At the best, Spohr’s solo music is 
more laborious than effective; and although both per- 
formers were able to execute their passages, a steam arm 
would have been of great advantage. As respects poeti- 
cal conception and delivery, Sivori was more than equal 
to the composition. Mozart's sinfonia seemed to give 
intense delight to the intelligent body of amateurs that 
chiefly form the audience of the Philharmonic; there

THE ROYAL BOTANIC GARDENS, REGENT'S PARK. 


The Botanic 8 (incorporated in 1839 by royal charter) is one of those 

delightful and useful Institutions whose influences extend themselves throughout 

the soctal order; for, besides the diffusion of essential knowledge, botany of it- 

— is a delightful study, and who can be so happy as those who revel amongst 
lowers. 

The land in the possession of the Society is held under a lease granted by 
the Commissioners of her Majesty’s Woods and Forests. It is bounded by the 
inner circle of the Regent’s Park, consists of above eighteen acres, and is well 
adapted to the purposes contemplated, both as regards its situation near the me- 
tropolis and its elevation ; the soil has been long under cultivation, and the sur- 
rounding park insures it from the near approach of buildings. 

The whole of the garden is now laid out ornamentally and planted, and the 
immediate attention of the Council is occupied by the construction of a winter 
garden or conservatory, measuring 300 feet by 200, of which one quarter will be 
finished by Christmas. The nérelon at present contracted to be built consists of 
five sections, the central roof 50 feet span and 30 feet high, and on each side two 
roofs of 25 feet span, and beyond these a sloping roof, extending 12 feet 6 inches, 
The front upright l4 feet high. The framing of wrought-iron and sheet glass, 
4 feet 6 inches long and 10 inches wide, will be employed. The ground covered 
wil Se abore 14,000 square feet. Itis to be heated by hot water to 60° in winter 

required, 

Additional hot-houses, and suitable buildings for a lecture-room, museum, 
library, studio, or such other purposes as may be deemed requisite to attain the 
objects stated in the charter, are also in contemplation. 

Among the operations completed, are the formation of an ornamental piece of 
water, of a medico-botanical, an agricultural, and other gardens, an arboretum, 
a rosarium, and of a collection of herbaceous plants, arranged on the ground ac- 
cording to their natural affinities, containing about 3000 species named ; so that 
copious means are provided for students in aid of their respective pursuits, and 
the council is ready to facilitate the enjoyment of them. 

The institution is under the patronage of her Most Gracious Majesty the 
Queen and the Queen Dowager, and,the vice-patronesses and patrons are 
amongst the highest persons in the realm; whilst for rank and talent, the coun- 
cil shows many a good, exalted, and worthy name. The gardens themselves are 
most beautiful, and well deserve the support and encouragement of the publie at 
large. Visitors are admitted upon producing orders filled up and signed by Fel- 
lows of the Society, containing the names and addresses of the visitors, and dated 
on the day of admission. Our artist has given sketches of different parts of the 


grounds.

It is expected, as a matter of course, that the royal party will visit our Highland 
glens and mountains ; and much as they have been delighted with the beauty of 
the scenery of those parts of the country they have already seen, they will bestill 
more so with the grandeur and magnificence of our western Highlands; and 
nowhere in her dominions has her — met with a more loyal and hearty 
welcome than she will meet with there. The following is an extract of a letter 
of the Ist instant, from a gentleman in Dundee, who is in correspondence with 
the first of the land in London: —“ I have just learned that the Queen and suite 
intend visiting Scotland shortly, and are to arrive in the Clyde, and to visit the 
West Highlands. Great preparations have been going on at Haddo House, 
Aberdeenshire, where about 40004 have been expended. The military here 
(Dundee) have been ordered to-day for Inverness.” We also observe, in the 
Edinburgh papers of yesterday, that the 87th regiment, now in Edinburgh Castle, 
have received a route to march next week for Aberdeen, from whence detach- 
ments of the regiment will garrison forts George, William, and Augustus. The 
92d, from Glasgow, are to succeed the 87th in the castle.—Greenock Advertiser. 

Tare Rev. F. OAKELEY. — There was an unusually large attendance at Mar- 
garet Street Chapel on Sunday morning, partly in consequence of Sir Herbert 
Jenner Fust’s order that Mr. Oakeley’s suspension should be declared in the 
coarse of the service, and partly in consequence of a rumour which had obtained 
circulation, that the Rev. W. U. Richards, the assistant minister, would speak 
out somewhat plainly on the course of proceeding adopted by the diocesan. At 
eleven o’clock Mr. Richards came from the vestry-room into the chapel accom- 
panied by five or six little boys in surplices, all of whom, with their minister, 
stopped at the foot of the altar, and reverently bowed to a cross which was placed 
on the table. Prayers were read, the minister standing the whole time, even 
during the communion service, with his back to the congregation. At the close 
of the communion service Mr. Richards ascended the pulpit in his surplice, and 
gave for his text the llth chapter of St. Mark’s Gospel, 5th verse, but the ser- 
mon contained no allusion to what had recently occurred: —“ The poor have 
the Gespel preached to them.” Then came the offertory, the money being col- 
lected by the surpliced boys in purple purses, bearing in front alarge cross. The 
prayer for the church militant concluded the service. At the close of the 
prayers, and, indeed, at every stage of the service, the congregation expected the 
reading the order for suspension, but they were doomed to disappointment, as no 
intimation of the matter was given, and the only unusual thing was the absence 
of Mr. Oakeley himself. 

A Famine AT GRAVESEND.—So greatly was the population of Gravesend in- 
creased by the immense influx of visitors on Sunday last, that the (requisite 
quantity of food to supply the cravings of fappetite could not be procured, and 
many persons had to leave without partaking of either dinner or tea. As a proof 
of the demand, ham was sold at siz shillings per Ib., and half-quartern loaves 
sixpence each.

place, and it was with great difficulty 
the men were got off to their quarters. 
Several of them remained out during 
the night, and on Thursday a picquet 
was sent out in search of them. Those 
who did return were confined to bar- 
racks all the following day. On Thurs- 
day a fresh party, numbering about 
fifty, obtained leave to be present at the 
races. Quarrelling and violence again 
ensued. A fellow of the name of Olli- 
ver proclaimed, with drunken boast, 
his readiness to fight the best man in 
the depot. A general riot immediately 
ensued. One soldier threatened to stab 
him with a carving-knife, when the 
challenger’s brother, rushing into the 
booth to the rescue, was bruta ly beaten 
about the head; so much so, that his 
life was at one time considered in dan- 
ger. He is, however, recovering. The 
commands of the officers, who were all 
unfortunately in plain clothes, were 
treated with the utmost contempt by 
the excited soldicry ; and it required 
much effort on the part of General Na- 
pier, who rode up vastily to the scene 
of disorder, to get the men together. 
Even the A sent to search for the 
missing men had joined their comrades 
and were menacing the affrighted 
crowd with their bayonets, At last, by 
dint of expostulation and menace, the 
governor restored order, and, having 
drawn the men on the brink of the hill, 
was about to move off with them to the 
fort, when tre mob, believing all dan- 
ger to be past, began yelling and hiss- 
ing. It was impossible to restrain the 
soldiers; they at once broke loose; the 
shouting mob took to their heels ; men, 
boys, women, and girls scampering away 
for their life, with the furious soldiers 
oversetting, trampling, and pummelling 
everything and everybody in their way. 
A great number of persons were bruised 
and beaten, and it was a Jong time be- 
fore order could be again restored. In 
the midst of the confusion a vindictive 
rascal of the name of Barbet, the son of 
the Guernsey gaoler, stole behind Gene- 
ral Napier, and struck the gallant 
general a violent blow with a heavy 
s ick across the back. He was secured 
and lodged in gaol. This riot is greatly 
to be deplored, more especially as it

DEODANDS AND FORFEITURE OF 
CHATTELS. — The Bill that has just 
been preparcd for Parliament, and pre- 
sented by Mr. Bouverie and Lord Pal- 
merston, for the purpose of abolishing 
deodands in all cases, sets forth in its 
preamble, that“ the law respecting the 
forfeiture of chattels which have moved 
to or caused the death of man, and re- 
specting deodands, is unreasonable and 
inconvenient.” The Bill, therefore, 
proposes to abolish the existing custom 
and the one clause of which the Act is 
proposa to be constituted enacts that 

rom and after the Ist of September 
next ensuing, there shall be no fer- 
feiture of any chattels for or in respect 
of the same having moved to or caused 
the death of man; and that nocoroner’s 
ury sworn to inquire, upon the sight of 
any dead body, how the deceased came 
by his death, shall find any forfeiture 
of any chattel that may have moved to 
or caused the death of the deceased, or 
any deodand whatever. The clause 
lastly and further proposes to enact 
that it shall not be necessary, in any in- 
dictment or inquisition for homicide, to 
allege the value of the instrument 
which caused the death of the deceased, 
or to allege that the same was of no 
value. 

PANORAMA OF ATHENS.—A panorama 
of Athens was submitted to private 
view on Wednesday, at Mr. Burford’s 
establishment in Leicester Square, and 
was on Thursday opened to the public, 
The view is taken from the hill of Mu- 
swus, near the singularly striking monu- 
ment of Philopappus. From this spot 
a most excellent prospect is obtained of 
the Acropolis and of the surrounding 
plain. On the summit of the Acropolis 
are seen the far-famed ruins of the Par- 
thenon, splendid even yet in their last 
stage of decay, and on either side on the 
plain below, in singular contrast, the 
modern city of Athens, and the elegant 

alace, lately erected by King Otho for 
his residence. Looking around, we 
have distant views of the Ægean Sea, 
the Port of Piræus, and the islands ot 
Salamis and Corinth, the prospect being 
closed by Mount Parnes and the snowy 
range of the Cytheron. The celebrated 
Pnyx, the beautiful Temple of Theseus, 
the Areopagus, the River Ilyssus, now 
a mere rivulet — and, in short, almost 
every place and monument in the 
neighbourhood of the Acropolis, cele- 
brated in verse or in history, is rendered 
in this panorama directly from nature. 
This is one of the best painted views 
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
